III. Claims 30-33, 35 and 42-44 drawn to a non-human, transgenic animal model of 
neovascularization comprising an transgene encoding angiopoietin and methods 
of using said model to test anti-angiogenic factors, classified in class 800;800, 
subclass 3; 13. 

IV. Claims 30-33,35,36-39,41 and 42-44, drawn to a non-human animal model of 
neovascularization, methods of making said animal model using gene therapy 
wherein the vector encodes angiopoietin. and methods of using said model to 
test anti-angiogenic factors, classified in class 514;424, subclass 44;9.2. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions l-IV are patentably distinct because the animal model of each invention is 
independent of the others. The animals of Invention I and 111 are transgenic, having a gene 
stably incorporated into the genome. The animals of Inventions II and IV are not transgenic and 
comprise cells transiently transfected with exogenous DNA. Inventions I and II are distinct from 
Inventions III and IV in that the animals comprise a transgene encoding a different product. The 
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transgenes required to make each of the four animal models is different. The phenotype of each 
animal is different. The compounds identified through the screening methods using each animal 
will be different. Each invention requires separate technical considerations. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
